Boma, and Matadi, in the Free State, by means of cargo boats which 
are not required to be fumigated and are usually infested with rats 
and roaches. The Stegomyw, calopus mosquito abounds along the 
Kongo River. The Belgian Government has given much attention 
to the study of the sleeping sickness which at present exists in epi- 
demic form in the Kongo. There are dangerous foci in the vicinity 
of Uganda, from which place the disease is believed to have been 
introduced. The disease is not strictly confined to natives. Cases 
occurring among foreigners are immediately isolated and placed 
under treatment in government lazarettoes in charge of European 
physicians and bacteriologists, of whom a large staff is employed by 
the government.
